bond 
issue on 
ballot

Voters in the Crawford AuSable School 
District will decide a bond issue that would 
pay for bussing and school facility 
upgrades on the Tuesday, Aug. 7 primary 
election ballot. 

The Crawford AuSable School District, 
which covers Crawford County and por- 
tions of Kalkaska and Otsego Counties, ts 
seeking to borrow a sum not to exceed 
$2,990,000 and issue general obligation 
bonds. 

The purpose for the bond issue ts for pur- 
chasing school busses and acquiring, 
installing and equipping technology and 
related remodeling at the Grayling 
Elementary-AuSable Primary School, 
Grayling Middle School and Grayling High 
School. The bond issue would also pay for 
erecting, furnishing and equipping addi- 
tions to and partially remodeling, furnish- 
ing and refurnishing and reequipping the 
Grayling Elementary-AuSable Primary 
School. Finally, the school funding meas- 
ure would pay for developing and improv- 
ing school sites. 

If approved, the millage rate will increase 
0.25 mills for four years, and then will drop 
about 1.0. mill in the fifth year. For a 
$100,000 home with a State Equalized 
Value of $50,000, the cost would be $12.50 
per year ($1.04 per month) for four years. 
In the fifth year, the savings with reduced 
taxes would be $50 for the first year. The 
millage rate would continue to decline, 
The existing bonds are to be paid off in 
2021. If this bond is approved, the bonds 
will still be paid off in 2021.

and be sure they’re truly comfortable 
handling money. 

There are many special financial 
rights that may be available to you 
and your family. Active reservists 
and National Guard are generally 
covered under the recently enacted 
Service Member's Civil Relief Act, 
which strengthens the original 1940 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Civil Relief Act. 
Key rights include: 

*Prevent eviction from rental prop- 
erty when the rent is less than $2,400 
a month, 

*The ability to break a housing or 
auto lease. 

‘Temporary stays of civil proceed- 
ings — such as bankruptcy, foreclosure 
or divorce, 

*The ability to cap interest rates at 
six percent on pre-existing loans, such 
as credit cards and mortgages. 
However, you must notify the [enders 
in order to get the cap. 

Another key law is the Uniformed 
Services Employment and 
Reemployment Rights Act of 1994 
(USERRA). This law provides cer- 
tain rights to employees who must 
leave work because of a call-up. 
Among those rights: 

*Employees must receive the previ- 
ous position they held — or would 
have held — if they had not been called 
up. But the employers may have a 
legitimate reason for not rehiring, 
such as an elimination of the position. 
The rehire right supersedes any right 
of replacement hire. 

*The employee's family can contin- 
ue health coverage under the employ- 
er's group plan, although they must 
pay for the entire cost of the coverage 
(known as COBRA). They're guar- 
anteed this coverage even if they join 
the military health program. 

*Military time served counts toward 
vesting for retirement plans, and the 
employee can make up any missed 
retirement contributions after return- 
ing to work.

arbitrary firing after returning to 
work, 

Employers are not required to pay 
employees during active duty, 
although the majority of employers 
cover some — or even all — of the gap 
between the employee's military pay 
and their civilian pay. 

Activated and deployed military 
personnel also receive special federal 
tax breaks. Military income earned 
by soldiers in combat zones is tax- 
free and they don't have to file taxes 
until 180 days after their return. They 
also get an extension on a home sale 
rule that allows a tax break on the 
profits from the sale of a home. 
They're also entitled to tax breaks on 
childcare assistance and certain travel 
expenses.

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WITH LESS THAN 100 days to go 
before the presidential clection in 
November, and less than a week remaining 
before Michigan’s statewide primary on 
August 7, here are a few random thoughts 
about what’s going on election-wise these 
days. 

* ok * 

SENATE RACE -- In what has been a rel- 
atively quiet and obscure campaign so far, 
the Republican nomination for the US 
Senate is probably the highest ranking parti- 
san race on the August ballot. 

Pete Hoekstra of Holland has been ahead 
in most polls so far. That’s likely because 
not only did he serve 18 years in Congress, 
but he finished second in the 2010 
Republican free for all among five credible 
Republican candidates for governor. 

Gov. Rick Snyder finally won that nomi- 
nation and the governorship, but Mr. 
Hoekstra gained plenty of name recognition, 
most of it at least somewhat favorable, in a 
losing cause. 

His chief opponent for the nomination, 
Detroiter Clark Durant, until a few weeks 
ago has been largely a shadow candidate, 
known statewide principally to GOP party 
insiders. His only public office has been

election to a single four-year term on the 
state Board of Education in the 1990s. Mr. 
Durant helped establish Cornerstone 
Schools in Detroit, and has championed the 
schools of choice movement. 

In the past few weeks, the Durant forces 
launched an intensive TV ad campaign, 
aimed primarily so far against Mr. Hoekstra 
and his congressional voting record espe- 
cially on money issues, which pretty well 
echoed how most Republican members 
voted, and earned him continuing commen- 
dation from the American Conservative 
Union. 

In the waning primary season, voters still 
have much to learn about Mr, Durant and his 
record, because public media has not been 
paying much attention. 

Two other names will appear on the 
Republican senate ballot, Gary Glenn of 
Midland, a Tea Party favorite, abandoned 
his campaign a few weeks ago and endorsed 
Mr. Durant. Randy Hekman of Grand 
Rapids, retired juvenile court judge, has 
been an “also ran” throughout the whole 
process. 

According to federal candidate financing 
reports, Mr. Hoekstra had $1.7 million and 
Mr. Durant had $1.5 million on hand at the 


end of June. By the end of July, most of that 
probably has been spent or is committed. 

Winning the GOP nomination for the US 
Senate could be a rather thankless task. 

The next step is facing incumbent 
Democratic Sen. Debbie Stabenow, an 
excellent and proven campaigner who has 
been increasingly active within her home 
state for the last year or so, especially in her 
role as Chair of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. 

I expect Mr. Hoekstra will win the 
Republican nomination, and Ms. Stabenow 
will be reelected in November, and that’s 
regardless of which presidential candidate 
carries Michigan. 

* * 

LOCAL ELECTION - Although the 
August 7 primary is a statewide event, in 
many areas it will be local issues — local 
offices, ballot issues, and especially millage 
questions of one sort or another — which will 
make the results much more important in the 
cities, counties and villages of Michigan. 

County commissioners will be elected, as 
will sheriffs, clerks, treasurers, drain com- 
missioners and judges in most counties, and 
many of these jobs, where incumbents 
almost take reelection for granted, are con- 


I rrr 


tested this year. 

The same is true for township offices. 

Seats in the Michigan House of 
Representatives, with the six-year term limit 
law, also are being contested in both parties, 
with the added feature of many districts 
changed by reapportionment. State senate 
seats are not on the ballot this time around. 

Congressional redistricting also has 
caused unusual competition in some areas, 
especially in Detroit and its metro areas. 

All in all, there are a lot of reasons 
Michigan voters should flood the voting 
booths next Tuesday. 

Unfortunately, they probably won’t. 
Voting turnout should be heavy, but my bet 
is that it will be about the same as in past 
primary years, and maybe a bit less, mainly 
due to the complexity of the ballot. 

A reminder to voters: Be sure to vote on 
the local questions, even if you skip the can- 
didates, because these ballot proposals pro- 
vide democracy at its most basic level.

Summer forest pests 


Mid summer is upon us 
and we’re now on the back- 
side of the growing season. 
Much of the region has 
experienced drought, 
although local water condi- 
tions are highly variable. 
Forests have been affected 
and so have forest pests. 

Spruce budworm flare- 
ups occurred sporadically 
across parts of the western 
Upper Peninsula and, per- 
haps, a few other areas. The 
feeding was done by mid- 
June and some forest stands 
currently appear terrible. 
However, after the browned 
needles drop by the fall, the 
firs and spruces should look 
better. Next spring, buds 
often refoliate trees that 
have not been severely dam- 
aged or suffer from other 
health tssues. 

Fall webworm nests have 
become abundant on a wide 
varicty of hardwood 
species. They are some- 
times mistaken for tent 
caterpillars, which occur in 
the spring. The webworms 
skeletonize leaves, which 
then turn brown. The ugly 
nest caterpillar may also 
turn-up in loose web nests. 
Webworms are hairy. Ugly 
nest caterpillars are hairless, 


America since the late 
1800s and killed most of the 
eastern beech. Michigan 
had the last remaining large 
stands of beech. BBD is a 
combination of an exotic 
scale insect, exotic fungus, 
and native fungus. 

Oak wilt has become 
widespread throughout 
much of the Michigan oak 
resource. This exotic fun- 
gus spreads both overland 
through insect vectors and 
underground through root 
grafts. Trees in the red oak 
taxonomic group are most 
vulnerable. Avoid pruning 
or damaging oaks from 
Memorial Day through 
Labor Day to reduce the risk 
of infection. 

Wilting oaks can also be 
caused by two-lined chest- 
nut borers (TLCB). 
Populations increase on 
drought-stricken, older 
oaks, trees on poor soils, 
and on other tree species. 
TLCB is easily evidenced 
by tunnels under the bark. 
Firewood cutters are famil- 
iar with these tunnels.

Large areas of sugar 
maple forests have been 
declining, especially in the 
western Upper Peninsula. 
The cause(s) for this decline 
are unknown but are being 


researched by Michigan 


Technological University. 
The decline appears to be 
gelling worse. 

There are a few familiar 


standbys which remain 
active in our forests. White 
pine blister rust, Dutch elm 
disease, Hypoxylon on 
aspen, black knot on cherry, 
deer overbrowsing, and a 
large host of borers, miners, 
sawflies, anthracnoses, 
rusts, galls, scorches, winter 
injuries, and other ailments. 
The forest is a cornucopia of 
organisms that feed on trees, 
most of which are natural, 
normal, and usually harm- 
less to tree health. 

Other pests of note, either 
waning, building, or on the 
horizon, include forest tent 
caterpillar, Asian  long- 
horned beetle, hemlock 
woolly adelgid, thousand 
cankers disease, Annosum 
root disease, declines of 
hickory and butternut, and 
gypsy moth. Gypsy moth 
may have some localized 
flare-ups due to the dry 
spring which favors the 
insect. 

Pests can also include a 
number of invasive plants 
have been degrading forest 
systems for years, including 
buckthorn, garlic mustard, 
leafy spurge, and 
Pennsylvania sedge. These 
species reduce regeneration 
of trees and other forest 
plants, and alter ecological 
dynamics. 

The best defense against 
pests and other forest stres- 
sors is to maintain a healthy 
and vigorous forest through 
good forest management. 
Management yields a range 
of other benefits as well, 
from revenue to ecological 
services, Michigan has a 
competent force of forestry 
consultants available to 
assist forest Owners main- 
tain and enhance their forest 
resources,

Humanist Manifesto 2000

Volunteers provide dental 
care for local senior citizens

Whether its a fear of get- 
ting in the dental chair or 
dealing with living on a 
fixed income, dental profes- 
sionals from across the state 
helped Crawford County 
senior citizens overcome 
those obstacles to gel some 
much needed dental care. 

The Crawford County 
Commission on Aging and 
Grayling Senior Center, the 
Grayling Rotary Club and 
dental professionals teamed 
up to host the Grayling 
Senior Dental Day on July 
20. The theme for the event, 
held at Dr. Mark Davey’s 
Dental office, was 
“Attention to Prevention.” 

Earlier this year, Bonnie 
Nothoff, a registered dental 
hygienist and chairwoman 
for the Coalition for Oral 
Health for the Aging, made 
a presentation to the 
Grayling Rotary Club. The 
coalition’s mission is to 
improve the oral health of 
older people by focusing on 
prevention and health pro- 
motion, 

Most older adults who 
only have Medicare insur- 


ance do not have coverage 
for dental care. Even those 
who are low income and 
have Medicaid have limited 
dental coverage. 

Under Michigan Public 
Act 161, better known as the 
Public Prevention Dental 
Program, dental profession- 
als are authorized to provide 
free dental care, Dental 
hygienists are required to 
normally work under the 
direct supervision of a den- 
tist, but the state law allows 
professionals to do volun- 
(eer work #f there is a dentist 
on site. 

The program authorizes a 
collaborate practice 
between dental hygienists 
and dentists to provide pre- 
ventative oral care health 


services on unassigned and ° 


underserved populations in 
the state of Michigan. 

The presentation to the 
Grayling Rotary Club 
prompted Tamara Fisher, a 
dental! hygienist for Dr. 
Mark Davey, to organize the 
Grayling Senior Dental Day 
with the COA. 

In order to be eligible, the 
senior citizens needed to be 
Crawford County residents, 


age 60 or over and have not 
seen a dentist in the last 12 
months. 

Dr. Elisa Ghezzi, a den- 
list who has a practice in 
South Lyon, was the dentist 
on site for the Grayling 
Senior Dental Day. 

Ghezzi visits patients in 
nursing homes and assisted 
living facilities as part of her 
practice. She sees the need 
for more preventative dental 
care treatment. 

“There wouldn’t be the 
need to do the work that | 
have to do if they had their 
teeth cleaned every three to 
six months,” Ghezzi said. 
“Teeth don’t decay when 
you get older. Teeth decay 
because they don’t get 
cleaned.” 

Brenda Budnic, from 
Alpena, Patty Crandall, 
from Grayling, Tamara 
Fisher, from Grayling, 
Allison Focthtman, from 
Kalkaska, Bonnie Nothoff, 
from Bellaire, Stacy Priem,

“If we can get 
these people in to get their 
teeth cleaned, that will cut 
down on unnecessary acute 


care or ending up in the 


emergency room,” 

Ghezzi reviewed x-rays 
and made recommendations 
for follow up dental care. 

Information on dental 
plans, made available 
through Dental Clinics 
North, which was formed by 
health departments in the 
region, was made available 
to the senior citizens. The 
clinics are made available to 
low income and under- 
insured people, Care is pro- 
vided by income-based 
guidelines. Memberships 
and discounted fees _are 
available: Medicaid patients 
pay a $3 co-pay for dental 
treatment and people with 
both Medicare and 
Medicaid have no co-pay. 

Crawford County senior 
citizen Beverly Lowrie 
Halliday praised the volun- 
teers for holding the 
Grayling Senior Dental Day. 

“| have no insurance and 
haven’t been to a dentist in 
five years,’ Halliday said. 
“It means a lot to me to have 
this resource. They’re point- 
ing me in the right direction 
for all of this.” 

Fisher was pleased with 
the outcome of the event. 

“It certainly was a huge 
service and help for our 
community,” she said. “It 
would be nice to have a pro- 
gram that could run regular- 
ly, helping people.” 

COA Director Alice 
Snyder hopes to get a regu- 
lar group of volunteers and 
community organizations 
on board. 

“Our hope is that we can 
get some of our local dental 
professional to come togeth- 
er (0 take care of some of 
the routine dental care for 
our seniors,’ Snyder said. 
“Medicaid doesn’t cover 
dental care and that’s a big 
hole that we have to fill.”
